The desire to prevent the colored
men from enjoying the elective fran-
chise is an other and principal ground
ofobjection to a convention. As the
negroes are now invested by the su-

preme law of the land with that right,
they will be very reluctant to re-

linquish it. and a:iv effort on the part
of the whites, to deprive them of it,
will inevitably lead to a war of races.
We must therefore, as we cannot avoid
it, accommodate ourselves to the new
order of things, and make the best of
it in our power. And I will here sug-
gest, that as all, both white and black,
stand upon an equal footing before the
law, it is our true policy to conciliate
the colored people, cultivate kindly

respondent ot the Cincinnati Commer-
cial, a leading Republican paper relates
by authority of Senator Wilson him
self, the impressions which he formed
while on his Southern tour. If other
Republican orators can so far divest
tln iuelves of sectional prejudices and
preconceived views, as to reach con-
clusions so reasonable and justas those
formed by Mr. Wilson, the South
would be benefited by their visits.

We quote from the Commercial's
Correspondent, as follows :

Washington, July Sth, 107.
Senator Wilson's Southern trip has

unquestionably done him, and through
him, as .any influential member of the
Republican party will do the country,a great deal of good. It has not in
any positive sense made him conser-
vative, but it has convinced him that
there is neither wisdom nor statesman
ship in the extreme measures propos-
ed by Sumner, Stevens and others,
who know nothing of the South or the
Southern people except what they have
learned by private letters from a set
of worthless fellows, whose only hopefor preferment and profit is in such
legislation as will prevent respectable
men in the South frjm participating
in politics for years to come. Upon
Judge Kelly, no such effect was pro-
duced by his tour. Narrow minded,
bigoted, full of prejudices and full of
vanity he will, so lar as he can, visit
punishment upon ten millions of peo-
ple for the criminal folly of the single
individual who fired the first pistol shot
at Mobile. The recollection of that
shot, and the loss of his hat. which he
had'nt time to pick up on that memor-
able occasion, will rankle in his bosom,
and like a poisonous mineral, gnaw his
in' anls, while the subject of recon-
struction is before Congress, and while
he is a member. Mr. Wilson comes
back, fully convinced, so he tells me
in conversation, that confiscation would
be a ruinous policy for both sections of
the country and that those who are
preaching that doctrine to the negroes
of the South are doing incalculable
mischief to the countru and to the Rcoub-lica- n

party, lie says if the negroes want
land they must work for it: that it is
easier for a negro in the South at the
present time, to earn fee acres of land
than for a white man in Massachusetts to
earn one. That land is cheap, and
work is plenty, and a msn who. under
the circumstances, is not able to earn
a farm, is not tit to own one. He be- -

lieves the Southern people are dispos- - j

ed to treat the negroes well, and will
educate them, and pay them, and en-

able them to take care of themselves
This much, coming from a man who
has done more than any other man
at an v rate quite as much to shape
the policy of the Republican party
since its organization, and to whose
practical common sense as opposedto Sumner's political Quixotism owes
much of its success, is quite signifi-
cant. On the Presidential questionMr. Wilson speaks warmly in favor of
Gcueral Grant, and regards his nomi-
nation as almost certain.
